2. CHARGE CALLED ON GERMAN AMBASSADOR JANUARY 19 TO DISCUSS 
CORONEL CASE AND TO PASS ALONG MESSAGE IN REF A. AMBASSADOR ENGLES 
WAS SOMEWHAT SURPRISED THAT HE WAS BEING ADVISED OF ARRIVAL OF 
SANTUCHO ’S PARENTS BECAUSE, APART FROM MEETING WITH GERMAN REP 

OF HIGH COMMISSION FOR REFUGEES LAST AUGUST, HE HAS NOT HAD ANYTHI!
